Rules regarding pre-marital 
testing, written -informed-consent 
and counseling of persons being 
tested for evidence of exposure 
to the AIDS virus, standards of 
confidentiality, requirements for 
testing blood and human tissue 
forthe virus that causes AIDS, 
and creation of an AIDS registry 
were published as emergency 
rules. 

Non-emergency rules cover: 
contact tracing; laboratory 
requirements for AIDS antibod 
testing; testing of donated blood, 
sperm and tissue for AIDS,anti- 
bodies and disposal and research 
of blood tested positive; 

A requirement that hospitals 

and blood banks allow blood 
donors to designate who would 
receive their blood; labeling the 
body of a person who died of an 
infectious disease as an “‘infec- 
tious hazard”; establishing coun- 
seling and testing center require- 
ments; and notification of school 
principals. 
‘As the governor indicated in 
signing ‘the legislation, there are 
no easy answers or solutions to 
the problems associated with 
AIDS. 

“We believe these rules 
embody the intent-of the legisla- 
tive-package signed by.the gov- 
ernor and strike a delicate bal- 
ance — providing for aggressive 
public health programs to pre- 
vent and control AIDS in Illinois, 
and safeguarding the rights and 
confidentiality of persons infect- 
ed or exposed. We have not sac- 
rificed or compromised one for 
the other; we have provided for 
both,”” Turnock said. 

“The contact tracing bill rey 
resents a foundation of the nh 
nois AIDS package. 

“It allows the department to 
establish_a_ program that contin- 
ues voluntary testing and 
encourages contact notification 
of possibly exposed persons in a 
cost-efficient, manageable and 
uncoercive manner.

“Partner notification supports 
the state's role in educating indi- 
viduals on how to protect them- 
selves and their loved ones from 
the spread of disease, balanced 
with the responsibility of govern- 
ment to intervene when neces- 
sary to break the chain ‘of trans- 
mission,’” Turnock said. 

Contact Pacing calls on health 
care professionals to ask persons 
infected with the AIDS virus to 
either personally notify their 
past sexual or neédle-sharing 
partners, or identify them confi- 
dentially. 

Public health officials, either 
from local health departments or 
the state department where 
there is no local health depart- 
ment, will then attempt to con- 
tact those identified to warn 
them of potential exposure to the 
disease 

Turnock said the draft rules 
rely on physicians to fulfill their 
traditional disease-fighting role 
by counseling all those at risk of 
exposure to the AIDS. virus and 
those testing positive for the 
antibodies to AIDS virus, and 
notifying the department of all 
such positives. 

Those persons tested positive 
at the state’s testing and coun- 
seling sites are to be counseled 
by health care professionals — 

and encouraged to either report 
contacts so they could be warned 
about possible exposure to the 
virus, or notify them personally.

Voters hold verdict for 


This is the last in a series.

Critics want to prosecute,-supporters 
want to defend, but after closing argu- 
ments, it will be-a jury _of voters that 
renders the verdict in the Madison County 
state’s attorney election. 

The March i5 Democratic primary win- 
ner, either incumbent Dic Allen, 62, 
Granite City, or challenger Bill-Haine, 42, 
Alton, will face Don Weber, 39, rural Car- 
penter, in the November general election 

Allen, the incumbent, has been state’s 
attorney three years, and has been active 
in party politics since the early 1950s. He 
is a St. Louis University Law School 
graduate. 

Allen said he gained a experience work- 
ing in the office for three previous state’s 
attorneys. 

Concerning his record in the last: three 
years, Allen said-things-are “running 
very smoothly.” 

Allen said when he won the office from 
Weber, ‘‘it was a shambles.’’ Weber was 
“preoccupied with trying some high pro- 
file cases. I've brought organization,*’ he 
said. For:example, Allen said one person 
to handles all DUIs and another handles 
issuing of warrants 

Allen said his office enforces child sup- 
port payments and is involved in environ- 
mental protection. 

Allen said he looks at himself more as 
an administrator than a prosecutor 

‘‘Weber tried 11 cases when he was 
state’s attorney, several of which were 
returned for prosecutorial misconduct or 
for over-reaching in the closing argu 
ment,” Allen said

Suing doctors made harder 


Illinois plaintiffs filing medical 
malpractice lawsuits must pro- 
duce evidence that their case 
has merit, according to a just- 
announced state Supreme Court 
ruling. 

In McCastle vs. Shelnkop, the 
court affirmed that medical mal- 
practice cases cannot proceed 
without the ‘‘certificate of mer- 
it’’ mandated by a 1985 medical 
malpractice reform law. The 
certificate must be signed by a 
physician of the same specialty 
as the defendant who has 
reviewed the lawsuit’s worth. 

While the Supreme Court’s rul- 
ing mandates merit be shown, it 
leaves Illinois trial judges wide 
latitude in how they handle mal- 
practice cases not meeting that 
standard. Judges will be able. to 
decide, based on the individual 
circumstance of a_ lawsuit, 
whether to allow. ‘‘dismissal 


without prejudice’? 2— thus 
allowing plaintiffs and attorneys 
another chance to get the certifi- 


cate and refile the case. Howev- 
er, judges are free to dismiss 
cases “with prejudice,”’ barring 
the plaintiff from refiling. 

“This decision means that Illi- 
nois civil courts will stay ‘pro- 
tected from the avalanche of 
nonmeritorious lawsuits which, 
until recently, held up awards

WASHINGTON — James Den- 
by, freed after 55 days in a Nica- 
raguan jail, said Feb. 1 he now 
opposes aid_to_the Contra rebels 
he once backed. 

But Denby, a farmer from 
Carlinville, ‘and the. men who 
secured his release denied that 
his freedom was granted in 
exchange for a promise to help 
efforts to halt Contra aid. 

“There were absolutely no 
conditions,”’ said_Bill Press, a 
U.S. Senate candidate from Cali- 
fornia who traveled to Managua 
twice last month to negotiate 
Denby’s release. A former tele- 
vision commentator who also 
reported on fighting in Nicara- 
gua, Press was an official U.S. 
observer to the Central Ameri- 
can peace talks in San Jose, Cos- 
ta Rica, last-month. ____— 

Denby, who, opce fervently 
supported the tras, said he 
would work defeat President 
Ronald Reagan’s plan to give 
the rebels $36.2 million in mili- 
tary and non-military aid. 

“Anybody who will do what 
(Press) did for me,’’ the 58- 
year-old Denby said at a news 


conference, ‘‘I want to help them 
in any way I can.” Press said he 
was trying to block the Reagan 
effort. 

Denby was shot down by Nica- 
raguan soldiers Dec.6 while fly- 
ing his Cessna 172 from Illinois 
to his Costa Rican farm near the 
Nicaraguan border. He was 
charged with aiding the Contras: 
Denby said he was well-treated 
while in prison and that he 
always believed he would not 
end up serving a full sentence. 

“(Sandinistas) knew very well 
that I was no value to them,” 


Denby said. ‘I was only good to” 


trade.”" ‘ 

Press called Denby’s release a 
“message of good will to the 
American people” from the San- 
dinista government of Nicara- 
gua. But he also acknowledged 
that the release was probably 
tied _to the vote on Contra aid. _ 

Denby said at the morning 
conference that he wanted later 
in the day to meet with the Nic- 
araguan ambassador, Dr. Carlos 
Tunnerman, to try to get his 
plane back. He planned to return 
to Illinois that night.  - 

Denby attributed his imprison- 
ment to press reports — of his 


involvement with the Contras — 
which he said were exaggerat- 
ed. In response to reports that 
he had allowed Contras to use 
his farm jn Costa Rica’ for stag> 
ing operations, Denby said he 
never broke American, Costa 

Rican or Nicaraguan law in 

doing so. ~ 
He also said he was. held 
because of his political views, 
especially after he told interro- 
gators he« has been a lifelong 
Republican. : 
“They honestly think they’re 
in a life and death struggle with 
the Republicans led by Ronald 
Reagan,’’ Denby. said. ‘‘And 2 
made the mistake of saying I'm 
a Republican.” 
During the news conferencé 
and in a later interview, Denby 
often referred to Press and oth- 
ers as ‘‘angels’’ who had come 
--to his rescue. He said he appre- 

ciated the help of many in bring- 
ing about his release, including 
the efforts of Rep. Richard Dur: 
bin, D-Springfield. 

““(People) worked their tails 
off for me and I didn’t even vote 
for him,’’ Denby. said. “‘I think 
that’s really something.”’

Corp. to expand the 30-acre Bar- 
ton Landfill near Edwardsville to 
263 acres. 

Our view is that expansions 
there — and at locations south of 
Madison — ought to be delayed 
until officials can find ways to 
make sure that mainly ‘‘local”’ 
garbage and waste are to be 
dumped. 

As long as trash is being trans- 
ported from a wide area, our 
reserve landfill capacity and 
space are likely to be filled rapid- 
ly, causing a_ never-ending series 
of ‘“‘crises’” and site enlarge- 
ments. 

Landfill proponents make a dis- 
tinction between normal and haz- 

* ardous waste, but few items in a 
household’s trash bags are truly 
non-hazardous. 

A Jan. 28 ‘‘home notes’’ column 
by Janet Burnett, University of 
Hlinois Extension Service adviser 
in Madison County, says a typical 
family of four generates 200 
pounds of dangerous waste annu- 
ally. Included in her list are 
cleaning supplies, pesticides, fur- 
niture polish, bleach, outdated 


medicines, paint, car batteries, 
anti-freeze and varnish- 

One of the issues in the Barton 
Landfill dispute_is whether leak- 
ate into nearby land and water is 
likely. Engineers have tried to 
prevent leaks but cannot guaran- 
tee their methods will work. 


As various opponents have said, 
landfill owners and hauling com- 
nies would be liable for only a 
imited time, after which this 
county’s taxpayers would have to 
shoulder the cost of remedying 
whatever contamination occurs. 

This prospect and any related 
health hazards make the proposal 
extremely unattractive. 

Yet, much lobbying has taken 
place and there is a_ possibility 
the landfill request wili be 
approved. We ho not, because 
some of the ramifications of the 
overall trash problem have not 
yet been fully explored at the 
county and regional levels. 

Ideally, recent national head- 
lines like ‘‘ticking toxic time 
bombs”’ and “‘tons of trash with 
no place to put it’? — together 
with studies and campaigns — 
will alert citizens and officials 
and lead to solutions.

WASHINGTON — Lawyers 
and lawmakers will take up the 
thorny issue of the steel indus- 
try’s beleaguered pension plans 
in the next few weeks.

On Feb. 5 the Pension Benefit 
Guaranty Corp. and LTV Steel 
will go to court to have a judge 
decide if LTV must reassume 
pension programs for its steel- 
workers.

eral bankruptcy laws.

We're not sure you 
can call it a documentary, but it 
does attempt-to document the 
diverse ideas about paradise of a 
multidimensional cross section 
of Hollywood citizens. 

Keaton clearly is inspired by 
her mentor, Allen, in the funny 
montage of ‘‘taiking heads” 
blinking, winking, laughing or 
deadpanning the camera as they 
nonchalantly or passionately 
respond to questions like “Are 
you afraid to die?” and “Is 
there sex in heaven?’’ 

Keaton found her subjects on 
Hollywood Boulevard, which 
explains why they are decidely 
untypical people for. the most 
part. They include a masseuse 
who claims to have been visited 
by extraterrestrials; a Salvation 
Army couple who believe dying 
is ‘‘being promoted to glory;” a 

oung woman who thinks God is 
ike Groucho Marx, always 
playing practical jokes; and 
even Keaton’s grandmother, who 
did not believe in Heaven and 
died soon after the movie was 
made.

kills some executives at a board 
meeting is: ‘I’m sure it’s just a 
glitch.” 

Enter Robocop, part man, part 
machine, all cop, as the promos 
say; formerly nown.as police- 


man Murphy before he was hid- 
eously blown to pieces, then 
reconstructed in- miraculous met- 
al. Even though Rob Bottin’s 
cyborg creation is terrific, it’s 
the personality inside that’s 
commanding.

Submillimeter astronomy provides new look at space

Billions of miles away, deep 
within a cool, dense cloud of 
seething dust, gas and mole- 
cules, a new babe is being born. 

Hidden from human eyes, this 
infant will grow in size, power 
and brilliance until, untold 
millions of years from now, it 
bursts forth fullblown from its 
cosmic cocoon as a new star. 

Incredibly, the conception, 
birth and rly evolution of 
stars the basic components of 
our observable universe — r‘ 
main as mysterious today as 
they. were nearly 400 years ago 
when the first telescopes were 
trained on the sky. The details of 
a star’s formative years are 
unknown simply because the 
vast, dusty shrouds surrounding 
their birthplaces are impenetra- 
ble to optical telescopes. 

Now. ‘however, a new breed of 


telescopes sensitive to submilli- 
meter radio waves promises to 
help solve the puzzle of stellar 
birth, as well as a host of other 
astronomical mysteries ranging 
from the energy source of qua- 
sars to the temperatures on oth- 
er plants. (A millimeter is one- 
thousandth of a meter, or about 
four-hundredths of an inch. A 
meter is 3.3 feet.) 

“The submillimeter portion of 
the spectrum provides the best 
means for probing the physical 
and chemical conditions in 
molecular clouds,’ says Dr.
